Election/Restrictions

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-23, drawn to a method of increasing resistance in a plant by 
reducing quantity, activity, or function of an NADPH oxidase in the plant by introducing 
into the plant a sense DNA for suppression, an antisense RNA or by dsRNA comprising 
said sense/antisense; transgenic plant comprising said dsRNA and a recombinant 
dsRNA. 

Group II, claim(s) 1-23, drawn to a method of increasing resistance in a plant by 
reducing quantity, activity, or function of an NADPH oxidase in the plant by introducing 
into the plant a DNA or protein binding factors against the NADPH. 

Group III, claim(s) 1-23, drawn to a method of increasing resistance in a plant by 
reducing quantity, activity, or function of an NADPH oxidase in the plant by introducing 
into the plant a viral nucleic acid sequence. 

Group IV claim(s) 1-23, drawn to a method of increasing resistance in a plant by 
reducing quantity, activity, or function of an NADPH oxidase in the plant by homologous 
recombination. 

Group V, claim(s) 1-23, drawn to a method of increasing resistance in a plant by 
reducing quantity, activity, or function of an NADPH oxidase in the plant by inducing a 
mutation into an endogenous NADPH. 

Applicant is required to elect one polynucleotide from the polynucleotide 
sequences encoding SEQ ID NO: 2, 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 14, 16, 18, 20, or 22. The restriction

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The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The claimed 
invention encompasses different methods of reducing NADPH activity in a plant to 
enhance pathogen resistance using different products. The 37 CFR 1 .475 (d), states, "[i]f 
multiple products, processes of manufacture or uses are claimed, the first invention of 
the category first mentioned in the claims of the application and the first recited 
invention of each of the other categories related thereto will be considered as the main 
invention in the claims. See PCT Article 17(3)(a) and § 1 .476(c). In this application, 
Applicant is entitled the unity of the first method of reducing NADPH 
activity/content/function in a plant by sense/antisense/dsRNA and the first sequence 
which a polynucleotide encoding SEQ ID NO: 2 that is used in that method only, absent 
evidence to the contrary.
